THE COAL STRIKE 
COMES. 
The efforts of John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, to form an 
alliance with the leading railroad unions and make 
a common cause of the fight against prospective 


of the conditions which confront the miners. If 
the railroad workers subscribe to this error ‘by 
joining with the miners, it will mean merely that 
the battle will he more serious and the casualties 
in the union ranks more extensive. 

The miners, railroad workers, and transport | 
werkers tried such an alliance in England a year 
or so ago, with results which the world knows. 
The railroad and transport men finally had to with- 
draw from the alliance to keep from going down 
in a genera] debacle of union labor. The miners at 
last were decisively beaten, 

. The purpose. of that alliance, and. later of the 
sian striking by themselves, was to obtain what 
amounted to a subsidy to,pperate the basic British 
industries of mining, railroads, and shipping on 
& wage scale of more than their value... Defeat 
was inevitable. Even if they had won the con- 
cessions they demanded it would have resulted in 
the utter ruin of British industry and commerce, 
and so the ruin of the unions. 

A ‘similar situation now obtains in the United 
States. If the railroad workers and miners should 
‘combine, and by striking should keep wages at 
their present level, the cost eventually would :be 
fatal to agriculture and in4ustry, because it would 
mean taxation of’ all other activity to maintain 
two basic activities at an artificial level. | 
There are. facts which the miners must recog: 
nize in this matter. The potential capacity of 
Amefican coal mines now is in the neighborhood 
of 800,000,000 tons a year. industry, even | 
hormally, requires little morg than half that ton- | 
nage. Due to the artificial stimulation of war 
demands we have approximately twice as many 
mines and almost twice as many miners in this 
countty as we had before the war. There is abso- 
lutely no need for so many. The result is that if 
we mine only what we need, even regardless of 
price, half the miners will be idle, or all the 
miners will be idlé half the time. 

The country cannot afford to pay these men 
enough to Keep them in idleness half the time. It 
can afford to pay a living wage to half the men 
working perhaps 300 days a year each. ‘heir num- 
bers must be reduced. If the men will not of their 
own volition get into other lines of work the only 
thing to do is to close the poorer half of the mines 
or to put wages on a level where the mines can 
operate economically, which means requiring the 
men to work 300 days or so a year, and driving out 
those who would work only 150 days or less.

We have recognized physical diseases 
‘| for a long time, but up to less than a 
hundred years ago the mentally sick 
were supposed to be possessed of devils 
which were tobe eradicated by whip- 
ping the patient. Why, jails were the 
common homes of the insane up to right 
retently, and convenience and eeonomic 
necessity were not the only reasons for 
that fact, either! 


The anes step will be recognition of 
the fact that a person may,be emotion- 
ally sick without being irfkane. That 
mean disposition, meanness, impossible 
to get on with—these are diseases just 
as definitely as are dementia precox, 
paranoia, and paresis on the one hand, 
or rheumatism, Bright’s disease, or mi- 
tral reguggitation on the other. 

It does not follow that because there is 
disease of the disposition it is incurable. 
I hold that out of bad mental habits 
gome insanity can develop. Of coursé, 
much incapacity can result. Out of bad 
mental habits there can develop states 


| of total incapacity, as well as many in 
_| which incapacity is only partial. 


I am confident of the possibility of cur- 
ing much of the impossible-to-get-along- 
with-ness, provided we first know what 
we are dealing with and we, next, begin 
early, and, finally, we work right.

COLLEGE DEANS © 
SAY A WORD OF 

CO-ED SMOKING 


Dirty, Filth; Velgar, 
in Their Belief. 


Just how much, or how little, a co-ed 
loves a cigaret was explained yester- 
day by Dean Marion Talbot of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Dean Mary Ross 
Potter of Northwestern, and other 
deans of wonien throughout the VU, 8. 
A. The discussion was started by: the 
announcement that the student body 
of Missouri university had adopted a 
rule prohibiting smoking by co-eds. 

“There are no regulations against 
it at Chicago,” said Dean Talbot. “It 
is almost impossible to prevent it. But 
it is a filthy habit.” 

Dean Potter used more adjectives. 
She hag/issued rules against smoking 
and these hold it, she averred, to a 
minimum. 

“It is,” said she, “a vile, dirty, 
nasty, vulgar habit.”* 

Little Smoking at Illinois. 

At the University of Illinois there are 
no inveterate smokers among the co- 
eds, “consequently,”- said Dean Ruby 
E, C. Mason, “ there are no rules gov- 
erning the habit. Students from other 
institutions have come here, but have 
‘left hurriedly’ of their own accord. 
I am positive the women of Illinois do 
not smoke to such an extent as to 
make faculty regulation necessary.” 

Neither is there any rule at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, but “ there is an 
ethical principle among co-eds which 
is making the habit unpopular,” said 
Dean F. Louise Nardin. “ Smoking 
women belong to the idle, blasé disap- 
pointed class. An intelligent woman 
cannot see herself rocking a baby or 
making a pie with a cigaret in her 
mouth, flicking ashes in the baby’s 
face or dropping them on the pie crust.”

In the last decade Chicago increased 
516,422 persons. That population boost 
is 23.6 per cent. 

The riding habit on the surface and 
elevated lines advanced a much larger 
percentage, despite the increase in the 


‘use of automobiles. 


In 1910, 655,964,537 riders paid their 
fares on the surface and elevated lines, 
while last year the n was in e&- 
cess of 927,000,000—the exact. igure is 
unavailable, because the official count 
on the last month of the surface lines 
has not been made public. 

Of the 271,000,000 cash fares col- 


‘lected last year above the number col 


lected in 1910, the elevated roads got 
less than 16,000,000 of them. The 
other 256,000,000 fares went into the 
treasury of the surface lines. Of the 
41 per cent increase in fares, the sur- 
face lines garnered in approximately 
39 per cent and elevated roads re 
ceived the remaining 2 percent. 
Why the “L.” Doesn't Increase, 
But for those interested in better 
and more rapid transit and lower fares 
those comparisons do not tell the stag 
as vividly as it should be related. The 
elevated roads carried less than @® 
per cent more passengers last year 
than they did in 1910. On the other 
hand the surface tines hauled 52 per 


| cent more passengers in 1921 than in 


1918. 

Ung there are several 
contributing reasens, but the princi- 
pal reason usually advanced ig thay the 
elevated roads have not progressed and 
not developed fo take advantage. of 
their opportunities, Its failure to get 
a larger share of the patronage of car 
riders may have been one reason why 
it asked and obtained a large increase 
in its fares whem the 
began mounting. 

Between 1910 and 1916 traffic on the 
elevated practically stood st¥i. It car- 
ried a few more passen in 1910 
than in 1915, and In only one year of 
the five did it carry, more passengers 
than in 1910. The surface lines in 1915 
carried 131,000,000 more passengers 
| than in 1910. 

1921 Drops to 1916 Figures. © 

‘Still another comparison: .In 1918 
the elevated carried as many passen- 
gers as last year, although in each of 
the intervening years the “I” lines 
hauled more passengers thain:in 146. 
The surface limes carried 61,000,000 
more passengers in 1921 than in Ipy{6. 
They, too, carried more passengers in 


each of the intervening years than 
in 1916. 

Comparing 1921 with 1920, both gur- 
face and elevated road show a loss in 
traffic, and because the surface hauls 
from three to four times as many pas- 
sengers as the elevated the surface 
loss in patronage was consequently 
much er. It ‘lost about twice as 
many as the elevated in numbers. But 
its per cent of loss was about 2.3, 
while the elevated was around 6.5 per 
cent.
